Ancient Rome had « “Stock Kx 
change," and almost every citizen 
In the Eternal City, In the Second 
century B. C., owned shares in some 
Joint stock company. 

These Roman corporations were 
formed to collect taxes, loan money. I 
construct public work*, and exploit * 
the mines seized by the conquering 
armies of the Caesars In Onul, 
Spain, Africa and Asln. 

It Is hard to see how the Romans 
got on without stock quotations In 
the newspapers, but Caesar's publi¬ 
cation of the Acta IMurnn. or pro¬ 
ceedings of the senate ami assem¬ 
bly, would take the place of our 
newspapers, and the crowds which 
gathered nt the points where these 
documents were posted simply par¬ 
allel the throngs that collect In front 
of a bulletin In the window of a 
newspaper office today. 

Couriers were constantly arriving 
from the agents of corporations In 
the provinces with the latest news 
of industrial and financial enter¬ 
prises. 

There Is no evidence of an organ 
Ized Roman stock exchange, hut 
there was a row <»f hanking offices 
along one side of the Forum which 
probably did a brisk business in 
stock loans.
